1. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot (3) of a ball and socket joint for a motor vehicle, 
the ball pivot comprising:

a joint ball (1), which is connected to said pivot: same, wherein 
5 a magnet having a jacket surface, the ball pivot having a recess with [[a]] s|id 

magnet fH) arranged therein is pr o vided in said ball piv o t (3), characteriz e d m tha t an 
intermediate space i¥f), which is filled with a nonmagnetic material (i^ to fix said magnet 
fi6), is formed between said jacket surface fM) of said magnet f«) and [[said]] an inner wall 
tt5)ofsaid recess (12). 

2. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with claim 1, characterized in that 
wherein said magnet has fi-ont sides and is directly in contact by one of [[its]] said fi-ont 
sides with said ball pivot (3). 

3. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with claim 1 or2, characterized in 
that wherein said magnet (13) is cylindrical or truncated cone-shaped. 

4. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot m accordance with one of the abov e claims claim 
1, characterized in that wherein said recess (H) is cylindrical.

5. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with o ne o f the ab o ve claims claim 
L chaiactcriz c d in that wherein said magnet (15) is arranged in a ring (24) made of a 
nonmagnetic material. 

6. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with claim 5, charact e rized in that 
wherein said ring (24) is bonded in said recess (12) together with said magnet (13). 

7. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with on e of the ab o v e claims claim 
i, characterized in that wherein said magnet (13) is embedded in plastic. 

8. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with claim 7, cliaractcrized in that 
wherem the plastic is injected onto said magnet (13) by injection molding. 

9. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with claim 7 orS, charact e rized in 
that wherein said a body formed by said magnet (13) and said plastic is pressed into said recess 

10. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with o ne o f the claims 7 thr o ugh 
9 claim 9. characteriz e d in that wherein said body formed by said magnet (13) and said plastic 
is bonded in said recess (12). 
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1 1 . (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with o ne o f the ab o ve claims claim 
i, characterized in that wherein said magnet is inserted into a stamped and bent part (26) 
made of a nonmagnetic material. 

12. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with claim 1 1 , characterized m that 
wherein said stamped and bent part (26) consists of spring bronze. 

13. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with claim 1 1 o r 12, charact e rized 
in that wherein said stamped and bent part (26) is pressed together with said magnet i^iS^ into 
said recess (12). 

14. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with claim 13, characterized in that 
wherein said stamped and bent part (26) is elastically supported against said inner wall (^ of 
said recess (12). 

15. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with one of the claims 1 1 througli 
i4 claim 11. characteriz e d in that wherein said magnet (i6) is pressed into said stamped and 
bent part (2^, 

16. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with one o f the abov e claims claim 
1 1 thr o ugh 15 , charact e rized in that wherein said stamped and bent part (26) has a ring-shaped 
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design and has two said concentric leg s (27, 28) and a web connecting these to one 
another. 

17. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with claim 1 6, characterized in that 
wherein said inner leg (29) is embedded in a plastic sleeve (3^. 

18. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with claun 1 7, charact e riz e d in that 
wherein said magnet is arranged in said plastic sleeve (36). 

19. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with o n e of th e abov e claims claim 
i , chai ' act c riz c d in t hat wherein said ball pivot consists of a ferromagnetic material, especially 
a ferromagnetic steel, at least in the area of said recess. 

20. (Currently Amended) A ball pivot in accordance with claim 1 9, charact e rized m that 
wherein the ball pivot consists entirely of a ferromagnetic materia l, e sp e cially a ferr o magn e tic 
STcei. 

21 . A ball and socket joint for a motor vehicle, the ball and socket joint comprising: 
with a ball and socket joint housing (5) and ; 

with a ball pivot (3), which is mounted therein rotatably and pivotably in said housing 
and has a pivot (2) and a joint ball iij connected thereto, said ball pivot having and in which 
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5 a recess H¥ l: and 

wWi a magnet fB) arranged in said recess liicicin i& provided , characterized in tlial 
wherein an intermediate space f¥f), which is filled with a nonmagnetic material for fixing 
said magnet (i^), is formed between said a jacket surface (W) of said magnet and said an 
inner wall fW) of said recess 
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
